The Department has reviewed your letter request of July 15, 1997 and has the following
comments:

. The Department agrees that the site is free of hydrocarbon contamination based on the
results of an Extended Site Investigation performed by Hart Crowser in June 1996.

In accordance with the two party agreement, specifically paragraph 59, and based on the findings
of the Hart Crowser Investigation, a determination of “No Further Action” is hereby assigned to
Site number 17 for the Island of St. George (attachment A - Source Areas). This letter
constitutes approval to list site 17 as a “No Further Action Site” only and should not be construed
or implied for any other site.
